Time, of 
course, will be required to judge as to 
their lasting qualities, but Tse the life 
that they have put into my engine, the 
improved acceleration and the ease with 
which the engine is started from cold, J 
am inclined to the belief that the Irish 
Sparking Plug Company has hit on the 
design and quality of a sparking plug 
which is a suitable counterpart to the 
modern internal combustion engine. 
FAULTY INSULATION OVERCOME. 
Unlike many well-known plugs, the 
“*W.E.L.’s”’ plug—or rather the elec- 
trode—is insulated with mica instead of 
reelain, so that all danger of faulty 
insulation and consequent loss of current 
to the points is overcdme; for, as most 
motorists know to their cost, the heat 
developed by the engine has frequently 
disastrous effects on porcelain insulation. 
The electrode is rolled in several thick- 
nesses of mica, which is impervious to 
heat, and the points are of special metal 
which will not be affected by engine heat. 
Plugs are made to suit all types of motor 
engines, and at pyc the firm is en- 
gaged on a test of a plug which they have 
designed for the new V-8 Ford engine. 
SAVING ON FUEL BILL. 
Much interest attaches to a carburetter 
designed in France by Mons. H, Claudel, 


whose name in connection with the subject 


of carburation is widely known. This 
carburetter enables ordinary petrol 
engines to run on a fuel mixture consist- 
ing of 60 per cent. gas or Diesel oil and 
per cent. of petrol: The instrument 
has passed the e ntal stage in 
France, where it is now in production, and 
is being used successfully on private cars 
and commercial vehicles. An- engine 
fitted with this carburetter does not suffer 
in respect of power, flexibility or speed, 
and as much as 50, or even 60, per cent. 
is saved on the fuel bill. This device has 
been tested in England by ‘‘ Motor Trans- 
port,” and the car to which it was fitted 
ran exactly as if it had been using petrol, 
and in top gear it was, if anything, 
more flexible than when the same car was 
fuelled with petrol. From a walking pace 
one could step hard on the accelerator, and 
there was an immediate response from the 


engine, “with an entire absence of any 


ssible: to tell the difference, and no 
exhaust smoke was visible. 

Careful tests have shown that the power 
output of an engine fitted with this 
carburetter and running on this mixture 
is increased, a three-litre engine showing 
an increase of 1.9 b.h.p. at 520 r.p.m., 
4 b.h.p. at 2,200 r.p.m., and 5.6 b.h.p. at 
5,200 r.p.m. Accordingly, the saving in 
fuel cost is estimated to be between 50 and 
60 per cent., this being due to two factors 
—first, the greater mileage per gallon, 
and, secondly, the lower cost per gallon. 
IMPORTANCE OF WHEEL-BALANGCE. 

The relative balance in wheels is an 
important factor in modern high-speed 
cars. Unless front wheels are in sub- 
stantially rfect running balance, 
wobbling inal he bouncing are likely to occur 
at very high speeds, with serious effects 
upon safe steering, not to mention the dis- 
comfort caused to passengers, excessive 
tyre wear, and the dangerous strains to 
which the steering gear is subjected. 
Each wheel itself must be perfectly 
balanced, and any lack of balance which 
tests disclose should be corrected. The 
tyre unit must itself be balanced, and this 
is provided for by the tyre makers so dis- 
tributing the weight of the tyres that it 
acts as a counter-weight for the valve 
stem. Motorists should realise that, in 
order to render this balancing scheme 
effective, the inner tube must be so placed 
in the trye as to make the valve stem co- 
incide with the lightest portion of the 
casing. This point is usually marked 
with a red dot, a square mark or the word 
valve.

Micheal O Braonain, formerly T.D. for Ros- 
common, claims damages for alleged defama- 
tion, the defendants being Mr. Jasper Tully, 
of Boyle, formerly member of Parliament tor 
South Leitrim, Annie Gertrude Tully and 
the Herald Works, Limited, of Boyle. In 
the second action Mr. Jasper Tully seeks to 
recover damages from Mr. Micheal O Braonain 
for alleged defamation. ae We 

Mr. Albert E. Wood, K.C. ; Mr. Cevil 
. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Felix Sherry (1»- 
structed by Mr. James Vincent Brady) 
appeared for Mr. Tully and the other 
defendants. ' 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., who, with 
Mr. T. A. Finlay, K.C., and Mr. Louis LU. 
O'Doherty (instructed by Mr. Martin J. 
Neilan), appeared for Mr. O Braonain, said 
that the present application was for an order 
hat the proceedings in the second action, 
which was instituted later, should be stayed, 
or, in the alternative, that the counter-claim 
by Mr. Jasper Tully should be stayed, 
because both were, in fact, identical in their 
claim for relief. Mr. O Braonain was Chair- 
man of the Roscommon County Council, and 
had been a member of Dail Eireann 

The action was brought by him against Mr. 
Jasper Tully, and also against Miss Annie 
Gertrude Tully and the Herald Works, Ltd., 
being proprietors of the Hoscommon Herald, 
for what the plaintiff's advisers believed to 
be a very gross libel upon him. The defend- 
ants brought a cross-action for slander and 
libel in respect of certain remarks which Mr. 
© Braovain had made at a meeting of the 
Roscommon County Council, subsequent to 
the publication of which Mr. O Braonain 
eh pe The counter-claim was brought, 
not by any one of the defendauts, but by all 
three. 

For what reason counsel did not know, 
unless it was for. the purpose of Roving a 
counterblast to Mr. O Braonain’s action, Mr. 
Tully thought fit to bring a separate action 
by himself complaining of identically the 
same alleged libel and slander on the part ol 
Mr. O Braonain. 


STATEMENT OF CLAIM, 

It was alleged that Mr. O Braonain made 
a speech at a meeting of the County Counvil 
referring to Mr. Tully and his paper, and 
that after he made his speech he handed the 
notes of it to the Press. Mr, Jasper Tully, 
therefore, brought an action for libel and 
slander in Yespect of that publication, but 
the causes of action were substantially the 
same subject matter. Counsel submitted that 
Mr. Tully could not sages, a separate action 
for what was the same subject matter.

He sees much, and 
we are the gainers by his rich experience. 
His book deals with the birds and beasts 
that make Exmoor—a wild and beautiful 
expanse of country—their home. | Mr. 
Hendy is an artist in his way, and the 
book must take its place among the classics 
of English ‘camel history. It is a joy 
to the naturalist to read his description of 
such rarities as the raven, golden eagle, 

crossbill and woodchat shrike. He ca 
tures in his own fashion the beauty of the 
acenery, and beguiles us with lovely pen 
ictures of the flower-studded coombes and 
eathy moorlands. The merit of his work 
is that it is all original, gleaned at first 
hand, the outcome of his own observations. 
The book is not devoted to birds alone. 
The red deer come in for their share of 
notice. He treats the vexed question of 
the cruelty of hunting the deer with 
hounds, and we must conclude that, unless 
the particular animal which the author 
describes was a freak, the average pia r i 
red deer takes its chasing by hounds wit 
considerable nónchalance. Mr. Hendy 
has seen red deer take a mud bath with 
the utmost coolness with the hounds in 
full cry scarcely quarter of a mile behind. 
In his view, if there was no hunting the 
deer would be very soon extinct; for the 
justly exasperated farmers, seeing the un- 
restricted ruin of their crops, would soon 
shoot off the deer. He thrashes out 
another important question—the irrepar- 
able depredations committed by that 
loathsome crew of pseudo-scientists, the 
‘* eollectors,’’ who delight in the clutches 
and skins of rare birds. He gives very 
sound advice on the best way of combating 
these pests. Despite the activities of the 
police, which, in the Free State at least, 
are tireless, the collectors contrive to do 
enormous damage’; and all the vigilance of 
the Civic Guard, encouraged by a few for- 
midable prosecutions, will be needed 

before a misdeeds are stamped out.

Of the four 
books under review two contain useful 
stage plans which are lacking in the 
others. ‘‘ Ada Wodderspoon ” is alone in 
including a description of the various 
characters for casting purposes ; and ‘‘ Sho 
Passed Through Lorraine,” in addition to 
giving some nints on the staging, tells 
where costumes can be. hired. These 
features could easily have been included 
in all of the books, and would have added 
to their value from the amateur producer’s

ISS*STURT’S method of writing is to 
be commended to all biographers. 
Her book must have entailed a vast 
amount of the most painstaking and care- 
ful research, but it has obviously been a 
labour of love, and so smooth and pleasant 
is the result that the reader is never re- 
minded of the work behind it. This result 
is assisted by the fact that the text is not 
disfigured, and the reader is not irritated, 
by the many reference numbers and their 
corresponding footnotes, which so many 
biographers deem necessary. If Miss 
Sturt wishes to give the name or date of 
a writer, a letter or a speech, she incor- 
porates that information quite naturally 
in the text. Would that all biographers 
would do the same, and so produce books 
as pleasant to the eye and the mind as the 
one which she has presented to us here. 
Another thing greatly to the author’s 
credit is that, in spite of her love for her 
subject, she is content to let his speeches, 
letters and recorded actions tell their own 
tale under her gentle guidance, instead of 
wearying her reader with unsubstantiated 
prune or hypothetical assumptions of her 
ero’s magnanimity and incapacity for 
wrong-doing. The censequence is that 
when we lay down the book we feel that 
we really know all that it is possible to 
know about Sir Francis Bacon, the perfect 
civil servant, the passionate lover of 
flowers and gardens, and the scientific 
philosopher dreaming dreams three 
hundred years ahead of his time. 
It is interesting, however—as well as 
being a slight shock—to find that Shake- 
speare, as the most popular playwright of 
the day, was instructed by his patron, 
Southampton, to write propaganda for 
Essex and his Irish venture, and the play 
‘* Henry V.,"’ which appeared at the time, 


spoke in no uncertain tongue :—

How London doth pour out her citizens, 
The Mayor and all his brethren in best sort 
Go ferth and fetch their conquering Casar in. 
As . .. . . from Ireland coming, 
Bringing rebellion broached on his sword, 
How many would the peaceful city quit 
To welcome him?

This i is not, indeed, on a par 
with the English county histories ; but it 
is sufficiently interesting to demand the 
attention of others than natives of County 
Clare. It is a happy combination of the 
ancient and the modern, of the romantic 
and the tragic. Here we may learn for the 
first time, or may renew acquaintance with, 
the legendary and historical past of the 
town of Ennis, of Scattery Island and St. 
Senan, of Bunratty and its castle, of the 
“enchanted city.” of Inchiquin, and 
Maire Ruadh and Ireton the Ironside, of 
Dysart and its rich historical remains, of 
the rise and fall of Clare dynasties, and 
the inauguration of the chiefs of the 
Dalghais, of Clare scholarship and Eugene 
O’Curry, and of Ellen anion, the 
““ Colleen Bawn ”’ of story, song and stage. 
To these are added modern notes in an 
article upon the working of the Local 
Government system in Clare, and a brief 
comment on oyster-fishing.

FF“ Places have been more favoured by 

the historian than London, but Mr. 
ivimey’s volume will be very welcome to 
anyone who wishes to have a general idea 
of the city’s origin and growth. Without 
attemptin aitinn like a comprehensive 
history, Mr. Ivimey has made a most read- 
able summary of London's story. The 
author knows his London, and can link up 
some curious facts in its distant past that 
contrast strangely with our more prosaic 
times. 

The history of a town is really the 
history of the river basin around which it 
has grown. In this instance we have the 
broad Thames valley, lined with alterna- 
tions of gravel and sand and clay between 
chalk hills. Such a formation, as Mr. 
Ivimey points out, has had a marked effect 
on the manner in which the city extended, 
since the gravel areas were oceupied for 
centuries before those of clay. This was 
due to the problem of drainage, and it is 
of interest to learn that, with its solu- 
tion, the drift of population now tends to 
the other direction: 

After nature has laid the basis. human 
history begins, and Mr. Ivimey tells of the 
coming of the Romans, and of the Saxon, 
Danish and Norman invaders, who in 
turn Eas their parts in the development 
of the capital. Descriptions of the 
Londoner’s mode of living during the 
Middle Ages, marking the growing sense 
of civic consciousness, make interesting 
reading, and the chapter devoted to city 
churches is particularly good. By way of 
illustration the author has included views 
of old London, face to face with recent 
photographs taken as nearly as possible 
from the same site.

Samaritan, and “ A Manner of Legacy “ are 
excellent and rapidly-moving stories. ‘* The 
Great Giít,” written with all the author’s 
beautiful simplicity of style, somehow fatls 
by reason of its slow movement. As a whole, 
the volume is another indication of the loss 
which modern literature suffered by Byrne's 
premature death, 

The value of these collections to the 
admirer of Donn 3yrne would be increased 
if the individual stories—most of which ap- 
peared originally in American magazines-— 
were dated.

Mr. Valentine Williams's Club-foot is an 
old friend, or rather, an old enemy. Those 
who have read this intriguing writer's former 
novels will rejoiee to find that the hirsute 
chiet of the Kaiser’s personal secret service is 
as resourceful and as active as ever, despite 
his physical disabilities. Mr. Williams sets 
his new plot in one of the years immediately 
before the war, and, while the story may lack 
some of the breathless interest of the earlier 
Club-foot series, it will hold the reader’s atten- 
tion from cover to cover, Secret service has 
a strange faScination for the ordinary man. 
Even the poorest book on espionage usually 
will command a large public; but Mr. Williams

** Jubilee’’ is a book that deserved to be 
written, and it has been written well. 
Martha Statt goes as a domestic servant to 
the Pardews, of Earlecourt, in the year 1882. 
She remains with them for fifty years, 
climbing by slow degrees through the ranks 
below stairs until she attains the dignity of 
housekeeper, The Pardews grow old. and the 
household passes through its domestic crises 
as the Victorian order gives place to the 
first troubled decades of the twentieth 
century. Martha remains the devoted servant 
of the family, nursing the Pardew children 
as they appear, and thus finding compensa- 
tion for the shattering of her own one and 
only love affair. The narrative is quiet and 
unforced, but it lives. Martha’s death at the 
end is the weakest part of the book; for it 
is arbitrary, but the accident which con- 
cludes it cannot rob “ Jubilee ” of its air of 
quiet distinction.

The scene of Miss Evelyn Herbert's well- 
written novel is laid in a Breconshire mining

VICTORIANS ON TRIAL.

The Great Victorians. Edited by H. J. Massing- 
ham and Hugh Massingham. London: Nicholson 
and Watson.

ORTY men and women of to-day sit 

on judgment on their Victorian fore- 
runners in this remarkable book. On the 
whole, the verdict is ‘‘guilty, with a 
recommendation to mercy.”” It is an 
entertaining book, in many places a wise 
and just book—not the less piquant 
because, in a sense, it puts counsel in 
the box with the defendants. What would 
the great Victorians themselves have said 
of such a volume? Their views on the 
phenomenon are not beyond all conjecture, 
but there is no rea] answer to the ques- 
tion; for the book could have been pro- 
duced by no age but our own, The omnibus 
was not considered a very respectable 
vehicle in the days of the great Queen. 

The reaction against Victorianism has 
not spent its force, probably because we 
are still too near to it to understand what 
Victorianism was. Many of the con- 
tributors here attempt to explain it, but, 
as their accounts do not tally, we are left 
to conclude that nobody knows. The 
general critical approach still resembles 
that of the casual visitor to an art gallery 
who “knows what he likes.” Not all of 
these critics like their subjects, and, 
perhaps, the majority dislike the period. 

‘Nobody living to-day,’’ declares Mr. 
W. J. Turner, “has much sympathy with 
the Victorian age.” The lack of sympathy 
must be held to account for much in these 
pages, and; above all, for a tendency to 
over-stress the point of criticism. Mr. 
Martin Armstrong thus sees Burne-Jones 
as a mere illustrator, and Mr. Turner 
finds fault with Swinburne on the ground 
that he had a defective ear. 

The design of the book is vigorous 
criticism, and the Victorians get it. There 
is no doubt that some of the charges 
against them will be upset on appeal, 
but, when allowances are made for the 
peculiar difficulties of the period in rela- 
tion to our own, much is left of positive 
value, and there is scarcely a contributor 
who has nothing interesting to say. Mr. 
Edward Blunden opens the volume with 
an impeccable study of Matthew Arnold, 
and Mr. St. John Ervine dashes off 
General Booth in prose like agitated 
quicksilver, Mr. H. L. Massingham 
annihilates Huxley. Mr. Clifford Sharp’s 
“Cecil Rhodes”’ is an admirable piece of 
work, written with an eye to the require- 
ments of the book, and so is Miss Sylva 
Norman’s paper on Thomas Hardy—if we 
except the second part, by another hand, 
which is too specialised, and conveys to 
the irreverent a strong suggestion of 
parody. Mr. G. K. Chesterton, having 
observed that, when Dickens is considered 
as a Victorian, the first necessity is to 
consider him as a pre-Victorian, goes on 
to say something new and true and pene. 
trating about his subject. At a first read- 
ing these and other essays stand out as 
models of the lucidity and brief thorough- 
ness which the occasion demands, but the 
beauty of such a book is that further 
examination will discover new graces.

NGLISH and other literatures are ful) 
of references and allusions to all 
manner of strange beasts, mythical and 
otherwise. Mr. Ansell Robin has set him- 
self the fascinating task of tracing these 
quaint fancies to their original sources, or 
to the times when they first appeared in 
literature, and he makes one follow him 
very willingly in his erudite researches in 
the Greek, Roman and English classics, 
Curiously enough, some of these fables 
seem to have survived until comparatively 
recent times, and as late as the beginning 
of the last century we find a serious essay 
on tho possibility of the unicorn’s exist- 
ence. Many similes, founded upon the 
supposed attributes of fabulous animals, 
are in use to-day. We speak of halcyon 
days, crocodile tears, the loneliness of the 
phoenix and the eye of the basilisk— 
pleasant literary reminiscences of the days 
when ‘‘Plinie saith’’ was accounted as 
weighty as a Papal pronouncement on 
faith or morals, and “ marimers report ”' 
was received in a far different spirit from 
the unseemly levity accorded to such state- 
ments nowadays. 

The book is by no means exhanstive. 
We miss the collegruis, the lamia respon- 
sible for the lack of population of so 
large a portion of the Libyan desert, the 
sphinx or sphinga, the mantichera and 
the arimasp of which Herodotus and 
Milton wrote, famed for its love of gold, 
for which treasure it was constantly per- 
secuted by griffins.

Mr. R. Bréréton Barry (instructed by 
Messrs, Séamus O'Connor and Co.) appeared 
for the plaintiff, and Mr, Sean OhUadhaigh 
for the defendants. 

The plaintiff alternatively claimed £20 for 
breach of contract. 

Mr. OhUadhbaigh was proceeding to 
address the Court in Irish, when Mr. Little 
asked if he had an interpreter. 

Mr, OhUadhaigh, speaking in English, 
suggested that the Court Clerk should act, 
as he was quite competent to do so. 

It was agreed that the Court Clerk, Mr. P. 
Grioblitha, should act as interpreter, aud 
also, on Mr. O hUadhaigh's request, that the 
names of the defendants should be givén in 
their Gaelic form, and to amend the summons 
accorditigly. 

Mr. ‘Brereton Barry said that in 1930 the 
defendants decided to engage a. permanent 
roducer for the whole season, and Mr.

Mr. O'Farrell, the 
plaintiff, had on many occasions produced and 
acted for the defendants, and was one of the 
best-known actors in the city. Accérdingly,

Mr, O'Farrell, examined by Mr. Barry, said 
that he had been connected with the drama 
for sixteen years, starting in Edward 
Martyn’s Theatre in Hardwicke street. He 
had previously produced six or séven plays 
for the Gaeic Drama League. ; 

Cross-examined by Mr. OhUadhaigh as to

* session in the Meath Hospital, Dublin, 
yester 


day. . 
Sir é ri Moore, M.D., delivered the 
inaugural address, his subject being ‘‘ ‘Lhe 
Medical Student at Hospital.” He recalled 
that on November 2rd, {875, he, as a young 
physician who had been appointed a member 
of the ‘staff of that hoapital, delivered his 
inaideh introductory address at a ceremony 
like the present. The subject of that address 
was the medical history of the Meath 
Hospital. Vifty-seven years later the same 
physic'an had been asked by his present 
colleagues to play a similar part. Hence it 
was that he stood there that evening as the 
protagonist on an. occasion fraught with 
memories of the past, possessing a living 
intérest in the present, and rich in hopeful 
ant cipation for the future. | 
He took for the subject of his address the 
patient, the proféssion, the State, and the 
ractitioner himself. Grave was the responst- 
bility of the clinical teacher, be he physician 
or surgeon. It was his duty, as it was his 
privilege, to use his ripe experience in con- 
veying to his pupils a practical knowledge vf 
disease, such as he had himself learned at 
the bedside of the sick; but, in doing só, he 
must never forget the patient who was the 
subject of his bedside esson. That patient 
must be spared all “bodily fatigue or bain 
while he was being examined; but, more im- 
rtant still, there must fall from the 
eacher’s lips not a single word which might 
hurt the patient's feelings or case him a 
mental anguish far wotsé than bodily pain. 
Next to this duty to the patient the medical 
mah must never forget to act the 
gentleman towards his professional brethren. 


“ STATE MEDICINE.” 

The relation of the medical practitioner to 
the State was a topic which was well worthy 
of consideration. It had assumed a much 
wider and a far more outstand:ng position 
since public health or preventive medicite 
attained jis present importance under the 
name of “State medicine.” 

The career of a duly qualified medical prac- 
titioner as 4 medical officer of health was still 
far from being assured, but the time was 
eoming when that career would be looked on 
as one of the most beneficient, and, therefore, 
ene of the noblest of callings. 

. He often wondered whether his professional 
colleagues or himself ever paused to consider, 
and thus attempt to realise, the outstanding 
responsibility which attached to the practice 
of medicine. Its dignity as a proféssion, and 
the spiritual rewards, apart from any material 
gains which awaited the man or the woman 
who devoted all his powers to the conscien- 
tious discharge of the duties pertainin 
thereto—surely these considerations afforde 
food for earnest thought, even for much 
searching of heart. No other calling—the 
Church not even excepted—demanded so 
much self-denial, patience and prayer. 

Armed with such a panoply the Aires 
was fully equipped for the battle with disease 
and death. Shonid he snffer defeat in what 
might prove to be an unequal conflict, van- 
quished, indeed, he might be, but with un- 
tarnished honour and without disgrace. He 
had fought the good fight. Considerations 
such as those should weigh with every 
member of the great, the noble and ennobling 

rofession to which many listehing to him 
iad the honour to belong, and to which as 
medical students they aspired. 

In conclusion, Sir John said that, while 
the labourer was worthy of his hire, the 
highest and most lasting rewards of duty 
well done in the practice of the medical 
profession were not material only, but, in a 
ar higher sense and more abiding, spiritual. 
The full meaning of that. word he left to one 
arid all of them to grasp, and to make it the 
keynote of their professional life and conduct.

LADY GREGORY. 


HER INFLUENCE AS A 
PLAYWRIGHT. 


At a meeting of the Dublin Laterary 
Society last night, Mr. Andrew E. Malone 
delivered an address on “ Lady Gregory. 
Professor W. Magennis presided. 

The loss of Lady Gregory, Mr. Malone 
said, was irreparable only as the loss ol 
Moliere or Ibsen was irreparable. Like them, 
she had completed her work; had founded a 
new national theatre, and created a new kind 
of drama. It was she who gave the dreams 
and aspirations of Yeats and Marlyn practical 
shape, as it was she who suggested that the 
location of the proposed Literary Theatre 
should be Ireland. 

She was one of an old land-owning 
Unionist family who came to appreciate re- 
volutionaries, and even to be something of 
a revolutionary herself. Through  folk-lore 
she came to understand and sympathise with 
the peasantry of her native Galway, and 
it was through her love for folk- 
lore that she ultimately came to the 
theatre. She visualised in 1898 a theatre in 
which plays of Irish life and character should 
be staged and which would be a folk theatre, 
because Jreland is mainly a peasant nation. 

Lady Gregory was well into middle age 
when she began her career as a playwright, 
with the little forces which still constitute 
the basis of her fame in Ireland, 
theories of drama to propound; she took her 
work where she found it, and did it so well 
that she became one of the most popular play- 
wrights of the Irish Theatre and one of the 
formative influences in contemporary drama. 

In the course of her career of more than 
thirty years in the theatre, Lady Gregory had

written more than forty plays, and it was 
unfortamate that she was generally known by 
the little forces rather than by such plays as 
“The linage.”” ‘‘The Rising of the Moon,” 
with, perhaps, half a dozea others, would give 
her an enduring place in the theatre and a 
leading place among Irish playwrights of all 
time.

Nial and Niile. 


Since the time when biography under 
the hand of the late Lytton Strachey be- 
came as much imaginative as it was 
historical, it has been increasingly difficult 
‘to tell whether some biography is biography 
or fiction. The present day biographer 
often takes upon himself the duties of the 
novelist ; and that is, no doubt, the reason 
why biography, which not so long ago was 
considered a dull affair, has become so 
popular. A few days ago I was lookin 
through a history of “ The O’Neills o 
Ulster.” an enormous three volume book, 
by Thomas Matthews, which was pub- 
lished a good many years ago, with a 

reface by the late Francis Joseph Biggar. 

Ir. Matthews claims that the descent of 
the Kings of Ulster can be traced back to 
Japhet, the son of Noah. In later years, 
he says, in-the time of Joseph, Nial, one 
of the early O'Neill chieftains, was 
brought to Egypt to regulate the flow of 
the waters of the Nile, which did not 
receive that name until after his coming. 
The assumption seems to be that Nial was 
not asked to come to Egypt from far away 
Ireland because of any ability he had in 
dealing with water, but simply because of 
his relationship with Noah, who did know 
something about floods. I had not heard 
of this Irish link with antiquity before, 
but it is interesting, whether it is after 
the fashion of the new biography or not. 


Henry Joy ACcCracken. 


While on the subject of biography, 4 
have often wondered why no biography 
of Henry Joy McCracken has been 
written. A librarian friend told me some 
time ago that there is very little on record 
about him, but what little there is in 
the hands of, shall we say, Mr. Stephen 
Gwynn, Mr. Denis Gwynn or Mr. Shan 
Leslie, could be made into a very in- 
teresting book. A splendid setting for one 
scene would be that historical thorougn- 
fare, between High street and Waring 
street, in Belfast—Sngarhonse Entry. It

The “Roual Sturgeon. 


I .hear that a large sturgeon has: been 
captured off the West coast of Ireland. 
Such a haul is a rare thing, indeed, and 
the successful trawlers are to be congratu- 
lated on their luck. The sturgeon, of 
which there exist nearly a dozen species 
and varieties, is the largest known of all 
fresh-water fishes. In the larger species 
it has been known to attain a length of 
twenty-five feet, though such monsters are 
rare now owing to the ruthless slaughter 
carried on for so many years. The 
sturgeon was formerly a royal fish and 
the perquisite of the Sovereign, except 
when it had been granted by charter to 
certain corporations, as that of Boston, in 
Lincolnshire. The flesh of this giant fish 
is good. It is white in colour, often with 


the tail, where it becomes red. The flavour 

is said to vary in the different parts of 
the body; and a govd cook is said to be 
re | to gcór it as beef, mutton, pork or 
poultry. It is on in such t rivers 
of Europe as the Volga and a Deweie: 
but over-fishing has reduced it greatly in 
size and numbers during the last century. 


Dame Street. — 
. FH has always been -a difficult matter to 


ascertain just where Green ends 
and Dame street begin: I have had 


lighted to find,-in an eld copy of a Dublin 
journal, that someone once wrote a skit 
on this very matter—a skit that was pub- 
lished in the year 1874. 

** Dame street begins at Cork Hill,” the 
writer said, ‘‘and it ends somewhere 
between that and the College. No one can 
tell exactly the spot at which it ends: 
for there is no reason why it should end 
anywhere between Cork Hill and the 
College. The difficulty of fixing where 
Dame street ends and College Green 
begins leads to great confusion and also 
to fights. About a month ago I wrote to 
the Corporation recommending them to 
build a low wall across the street at 
exactly the place where the two meet; 
if this were done there could be no further 
dispute. The wall would suit very well 
for teaching cab horses to jump.”’ 


A Suggestion to Bus Owners. 


I am sure that the hundreds of "bus 
passengers who every evening are to 
seen—at Eden quay, Burgh quay and else- 
where—making hurried efforts to identify 
their homeward bound vehicles would 
welcome a simplification of this very 
human and acute problem. I suggest they 
should adopt the scheme so usefully em- 
ployed by the Tramways Company in 
placing large illuminated identification 
numbers on their vehicles, which can be 
read easily at considerable distances by 
would-be passengers. If, in addition, such 
numerical signs could be illuminated in 
different colours to indicate various 
routes, the scheme would have the 
added advantage of enabling the wayside 
passenger to know whether the oncoming 
vehicle was a "bus or merely a private car 
or lorry. As things are at present, there 
is nothing to distinguish between the head- 
lights of the private car and the longed-for 
public service vehicle. 


Black Cats. 


Your paragraph, writes a correspondent, 
on the maid who.came to the conclusion 
that black cats were anything but lucky, 
reminds me that in the United States 
black cats are the harbingers of bad luck. 
American negroes are particularly terrified 
of them. If they meet a black cat when 
setting out on an enterprise, they imme- 
diately turn back.

DISPENSARY DOCTORS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
‘Sir,—In cennection with the changes which 
have taken place in the administration of the 
Local Appointments Commission since the 
veiw Government assumed office, two some- 
what contradictory statements have appeared 
in the Press, bearing on these changes as 
they affect medical appointments. The Most 
Reverend Dr, Dignan, Bishop of Clonfert. 
has stated with regard to medical appoint. 
ments that “ naturally, all of us, especially 
the poor, want the very best doctor we can 
et.” ‘* Dispensary Doctor ” stated in his 
etter that the ‘* Local Appointments Com- 
niission has been virtually abolished’’ and a 
reversion has been made to the practice of 
canvassing. ‘For a successful canvass,” 
“Dispensary Doctor” states, “the great 
asset is not What you know, but whom you 
know.” 

With regard to the Bishop of Clonfert’s 
statement, the recent changes made by the 
present Government in sending the local au- 
thorities a list of names placed in alphabetical 
order, without any indications as to their 
order of merit, is decidedly, in practice, 
against the Bishop’s praiseworthy conten- 
tion that “‘ naturally, all of us, especially the 
poor, want the very best doctor we can get.”

MODERATORSHIPS. 

This week saw the last of the Moderator- 
ship examinations initiated when philosophers 
and historians foregathered in the Regent 
House on Thursday to place the accumulated 
knowledge of four years’ toil before the 
examiners, It may not be out of place to 
inquire here why Trinity College—alone, we 
think, among the universities—should hold 
its Honour Degree examinations in the 
unusual month of October. By so doing the 
authorities prevent hard-working students 
from enjoying the delights of summer and 
deprive them of what is possibly the most 
stimulating of all summer holidays—the Con- 
tinental tour after the University course has 
been completed. We suggest that it is time 
that the dates of Moderatorship examinations 
were altered—say, to the end of May or 
beginning of October—so as to allow men to 
leave College at the end of the~ fourth 
academic year, and not, as at present, at the 
beginning of a fifth. The latter. arrange- 
ment usually ittvolves*the expense of another 
term and hampers graduates in getting em- 
ployment—in the teaching profession especi- 
ally, since the school year begins early in 
September. The saving in fees and ex- 
penses would make the proposed change wel- 
come to parents; and the reform is one which, 
in these times of financial stress and strain, 
we think is “ long overdue.” 

Two events took place last week within the 
College walls which may be mentioned, and 
one was the conversazione in the Dining Hall 
in connection with the Church of Ireland 
Conference, when “ Bishops in their shovel 
hats were plentiful as tabby cats.” The 
other was the first Commencements of the 
Michaelmas Term on Wednesday last, when 
degrees were conferred by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor (Sir ‘Thomas F. Mbolony, — Bart., 
LL.D.),. who, incidentally, celebrated his 
fiftieth anniversary of entrance to College by 
presiding at the Commerce Society's opening 
meeting on that night.

were receiving from the Board of 
Guardians there was general sympathy 
with them, and also with the single men 
who are entitled neither to outdoor relief 
or relief -work. Representations were 
made by the Protestant Churches and 
other organisations, and after conferences 
between the Guardians and Corporation 
it was decided to increase the rates by 
50 per cent. This would give married 
men a minimum of three days work per 
week at 8s. per day, and a maximum of 
44 days with a total of 34s... These terms 
were rejected by the distress relief 
workers and a demand made for a full 
week's work at trade union rate of 44s. 
and the payment of this in cash without 
“goods chits.”’ If work is not provided, 
they demanded outdoor relief at the rate 
of 15s. ód, for men, 8s. for wife and 2s. 
for every child, with payment also for 
single men and women who had exhausted 
their unemployment and transitional 
benefits and had no means of subsistance. 
The trade union leaders of the city have 
put forward a claim for relief from the 
Guardians at the same rates as in similar 
cities in Great Britain. 


FAIR TREATMENT. 


All sections of the le desire to see 
the unemployed treated fairly. Captain 
the Right Hon. Herbert Dixon, M.P., ex- 
pressed this view when he declared: “ It is 
the wish of every single Unionist in Belfast 
that no man should be in a position that 
he should starve in Ulster, or even be on 
the verge of starvation.’’ Some of the de- 
mands put forward by the strikers are 
well within the capacity of Northern 
Ireland to provide. No one wishes to see 


the Belfast rates increased to such an ex- 


tent that they become a hindrance to in- 
dustry and Jead to further unemployment. 
But a rate of 10s. 5d. in the £ and 2s. for 
water rats—a total of 12s, 5d.—is not ex- 
cessive when compared with rates in other 
places, and even if they were increased Is. 
or 2s., Belfast ratepayers would still be 
paying much less than cities of a similar 
size with the same unemployed problem. 
The average Belfast ratepayer desires this 
fair treatment for the unemployed, but 
will not tolerate excessive demands 
and, still less, ruthless destruction of 
property, which only leads to a heavy bill 
for malicious injuries without relieving the 
unemployed distress. Unfortunately, there 
is always an element in the population in 
Belfast only too eager to teks advantage 
of opportunities for destruction and loot- 
ing, but it is to be hoped that the resent- 
ment against this section will not obscure 
the interests of the genuine unemployed 
who are in distress. 


FINDING A SOLUTION. 


At present negotiations are proceeding 
between the trade unions and the Govern- 
ment with a view to determining an 
amount which should be paid in outdoor 
relief and for distress relief work. It is 
to be git ots that these negotiations will 
achieve their object. The real solution is 
to provide work rather than doles for 
doing nothing, and it is this plan which 
the Government appears to favour. - The 
announcement that several shipbuilding 
orders has been secured by one of the 
ee with Government assistance 
under the loans guarantee arrangement, 
sufficient to keep a large number of men 
employed for eighteen months, is satis- 
factory, and will do much to ease the 
situation. There is a feeling, however, 
that the Government when it became 
aware that the majority of the shipyard 
Wotkers would be idle this winter, some 
20,000" men- withgut. employment, . should 
have taken adequate measures to provide 
alternative work. There is too great a dis- 
position to leave the matter to local 
authorities. Concerted plans, it is felt, 
should have been formulated to give the 
greatest amount of work for the present 
winter, which is likely to be the “ peak ” 
period of the unemployment difficulty. H 
is well krown that there are many 
schemes of utility, such as road-widening 
sfum-clearances, housing schemes, etc., 
which would absorb many thousands of 
unemployed, and it would be much better 
to use the Road Fund to meet loan charges 
for works of this character than raiding 
it for Budget balancing and imperial con- 
tribution, which ought to be provided in 
other ways. 


IDLE SHIPYARDS. 


The fact that there is not a single ship 
being built in Belfast at present, and 
that the twenty-four building berths in the 
two Belfast shipyards are lying vacant, 
is not an exceptional experience at ship- 
building centres in Great Britain, Accord 
ing to Lloyd’s Register, the amount of 
shipbuilding during the past quarter is 
the lowest hitherto recorded. The amount 
of new tonnage actually being constructed 
at present, apart from ships on which the 
work has been suspended, is only 89,000 
tons in the whole of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. When it is remembered 
that ships of 45,000 tons have been 
launched. at Belfast, this figure is not |

BELFAST HOUSING. 


The chairman of the Belfast Corporation 
Finance Committee (Alderman Duff) has 
been taken to task by Mr. Robert Hill, 
secretary of the Corporation Tenants’ 
Association, for stating, as an excuse for 
the Committee’s not granting a subsidy. 
that he knew of no subsidy house that had 
been built in the city of which a working- 
man could afford to pay the rent. Mr. 
Hill points out that the houses on the Sea- 
view site were built by the Corporation at 
£350 per house, and have been sold to the 
occupjers at 8s. 5d. per week, which in- 
cludes repayment, interest, ground rent, 
street works and rates. This he considers 
favourable compared with subsidy houses, 
the rents of which are 10s. 6d. and tenants 
do not become the purchasers. He esti- 
mates that houses similar to those at Sea- 
view can now be built for £300, and, if the 
Government and Corporation gave a sub- 
sidy of £50 each, it would be possible to 
build 5,000 houses to let at 6s. per week, 
and give considerable employment to 
bricklayers, joiners, plumbers, painters 
and plasterers. This sum of 6s. per week 
would repay the cost and enable tenants 
to become the owners. The Corporation 
would benefit to the extent of £20,000 a 
year in rates from this number of new 
houses, and there would be a demand for 
municipal gas and electricity. If these 
figures are capable of adoption in practice, 
they form a complete answer to Alderman 
Duff’s challenge for someone to show how 
subsidy houses could be erected at rents 
which workingmen in Belfast could afford 


to pay. 
THE FLAX PROBLEM. 


The supply of flax is the greatest 

roblem which confronts the linen in- 
ustry in the North. While the acreage 
under flax crops in Ireland is gradually 
diminishing, Russia is becoming more and 
more the flax-growing centre of the world, 
producing now nearly eighty per cent. of 
the world’s supply. In these circum- 
stances the first report of the Standing 
Committee on Irish Flax, which has been 
presented to the Northern Prime Minister, 
is an interesting document. In 1930 the 
area sown in flax, it states, was 28,507 
acres, giving a production of.5,565 tons of 
fibre, and in 1931 the sowings covered 
7,440 acres, which yielded 1,380 tons of 
fibre, while the returns for the present 
year show no improvement. At. great 
expense and labour petligree flax seeds 
have been evolved at the Linen Research 
Stations, and there is now a danger of 
important bulking of this pedigree seed 
being considerably curtailed. _ The com- 
mittee recommends that investigations 
into seed quality for fibre should continue 
with vigour. It is hoped that in Canada 
it may be possible to produce pedigree 
seed in large quantities and at the same 
time prevent this seed from getting into 
the hands of Continental competitors. The 
committee also suggests that the fishery 
laws against flax water should be relaxed, 
but the most hopeful suggestion is that of 
establishing central retteries, under 
efficient management, with adjoining 
scutch mills. Some experiments along 
this line at the Linen earch Station 
will be watched with interest. 


SCHOOL INSPECTION, 


There will be a good deal of sympathy 
with the suggestion made by the Ulster 
Teachers’ Union that the Northern 
Ministry of Education should appoint a 
committee to investigate the present 
system of inspection in the elementary 
schools. This is a subject which has been 
before teachers’ organisations for many 
years, and while there has been some im- 
provement, it is felt that the whole system 
of inspection and merit-marking, which 
now only operates in Northern Ireland, 
should be overhauled or completely 
abolished. There appears to be no 
definite system of differentiating between 
“efficient’’ and “highly efficient ”’ 
teachers. One case has been quoted where 
a teacher, with his B.A. degree, teaching 
higher standards, the most advanced sub- 
jects, and who has had considerable success 
in preparing pupils for technical college 
scholarships, is still rated ‘* efficient,”’ 
while teachers in an adjoining infant 
school, teaching very junior pupils the 
alphabet, are rated “ highly efficient,’’ 
securing the increased salary this entails, 
although there is no comparison between 
the quality of the work of the two teachers. 
It is little wonder that some of the Belfast 
District School Committees are paying 
scant attention to “ highly efficient ’’ 
ratings when making new teaching 
appointments. Again, “ highly efficient ”’ 
teachers have little chance of maintaining 
“highly efficient ” results when they have 
to teach classes of seventy pupils.

Mr. Thomas Murphy (Civil Service Com- 
mission) presided at the annual general meet- 
ing of the Civil Service Gaelic Society, which 
was held last night at 26 Parnel square 
Dublin. 

In a review of the year’s work the Secre- 
tary, Mr. Sean Rearnon, stated that in spite 
of various difficulties the Society had made 
substantial progress.

the Irish Free State on the lst October, 

the Department of Agriculture men- 
tion that pastures, although more heavily 
stocked than usual, were carrying a good 
cover. ng of grass of good quality, and, pro- 
vided that weather conditions -.continued 
favourable, promised to afford adequate 
keep for live-stock during the autumn. Live- 
stock were reported to be in a thriving con- 
dition, and no serious outbreaks of disease 
were notified from any distr.ct. 

First and second crop hay yielded slightly 
less than the average, but, as it was saved 
under excellent conditions, the quality is 
generally very good. Meadow hay bulked 
well, and yielded slightly above average. 
Consequently, all haggards are stocked with 
ample supplies of good quality hay. Little 
hay was marketed during the month, and 
the demand was poor. ‘rst crop realised 
from 40s. to 60s. per ton, according to 
district. In County Dublin best first crop 
hay made from 60s. to 70s. per ton, second 
crop 50s. to 60s. per ton, and meadow hay 
40s. to 50s. per ton. 


CEREALS. 


It was generally reported that the wheat 
crop was satisfactory in yield and above the 
average in quality. The oat crop promises, 
from such threshings as have taken place. 
to be one of the movt satisfactory in yield 
and quality obtained in recent years. The 
yeld of barley was also rather above the 
average, and the proportion of grain of good 
malting quality was relatively large. 

The marketing of the cereals had not 
opened to any extent, as farmers were not 
disposed to offer grain until prices become 
more settled. 

Flax was all harvested and in stacks or 
sheds at the end of the month. It bulked 
fairly well, and the quality generally was 
good. Although no, scutchings had been 
carried out, it was anticipated that the crop 
would give a fair yield of fibre. 


POTATOES. 

Reports from all parts indicate that the 
potato crop will be one of the largest 
obtained in recent years. Where digging has 
taken place, the yield is well above the 
average and the quality excellent, with com- 
paratively few tubers showing signs of dis- 
ease. Only sales for local consumption took 
place during the month, at prices around 2s, 
to ás per cwt. 

On the whole, the conditions of mangels 
and turnips promised a yield well up to the 


R othe ish ir agricultural conditions in 


average. 
The cattle fairs held during the month of 
September were of small dimensions gene- 


rally, with comparatively few buyers in 

| attendance. Conditions were virtually un- 
changed as compared with those of the 
previous month. 

The general health and condition of sheep 
was satisfactory. Fairly large numbers of 
sheep and lambs were on offer at most centres 
during the month, but demand was very slow 
and dragging, and prices showed no improve- 
ment over those obtaining in August. 

The number of pigs on offer at fairs and 
markets held during September was about 
the same as during August. Prices fluctuated, 
revealing a downward trend at the beginning 
of the month, which was checked to some 
extent by the bounty scheme. At the end of 
the month top quotations for bacon pigs were 
around 44s. per cwt. dead-weight, or óós. per 
cwt. on the live-weight basis. 

MILK. 

Supplies of milk to creameries showed the 
usual seasonal decline. Milk delivered in 
August realised approximately 44d. per 
gallon, with separated milk returned. Milk 
collected in Counties Meath and Wicklow for 
retail sale in Dublin returned 9d. per gallon 
to the producers. 


MIDLETON COLLEGE. 


MEETING OF GOVERNORS. 
The Bishop of Cork, Cloyne and Ross 


presided at tne half-yearly statutory meeting 
of the Governors of Midleton College, Cork. 

In his report, the Headmaster, Mr. 1. 
West, stated that the year 1931-32 had been 
one of the most successful in the history o! 
the college. Fifty-three candidates entered 
for the examination conducted by the Kduca- 
tion Board of the General Synod last Novem 
ber. Fifty-one passed and forty-four gained 
rizes, including first place in Ireland 1. 
unior grade, and silver medal won by Irene 
Packham, and third place won by William 
Daunt. 

In the Intermediate Examination, held last 
summer, nine candidates were presented, 
seven of whom were successful. Four of the 
candidates passed with honours (and one other 
qualified for honours, but was ineligible as 
he did not take Irish); eight of the candi- 
dates gained honours in mathematics, five 
honours in drawing, four honours in science, 
and three gained honours in English, thus 
testifying to the all-round = success of the 
teaching. 

In the realm of sport the college has been 
equally successful, ‘he senior hockey X!. 
won the Minor Cup, and the juniors retained 
the Junior Cup. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, the 
Governors adjourned to the large school-room, 
where the Bishop addressed the assemb!ed 

upils. In the course of his remarks his 
ordship said that many people to-day were 
suffering from what was called an inferiority 
complex, and he would urge the children to be 
always full of hope and confidence with re 
gard to their work and play. It was 
marvellous what things people could achieve 1! 
they really tried.

SETTLEMENT was reached in the 
A action of the National Union of Rail- 

waymen against the Great Southern 
Railways Company, in which. the plaintiffs 
sought a declaration that an ar itration 
award made by Mr. Albert E, Wood, K.C 
and Mr. W. J. Gray’ on the 25th June, 1929, 
dealing with the conditions of service of 
railway shopmen was binding on the defen- 
dants, and could not be terminated as against 
the plaintiffs or the shopmen, who ave mem. 
bers of their union, without three months’ 
notice, and that a notice of the defendants, 
dated ist July. of this year was not effective 
ta terminate the award 

The basis of the settlement was that the 
notice terminating the award should be opera- 
tive from next Friday wee 

Mr. Justice Meredith held that the 
plaintifis were entitled for pore costs of 
the action as against the defendants, includ- 
ing discovery. As regards interlocutory in- 
junction, each party should abide its own 
costs.

STATUS OF TRADE UNIONS, 

At the sitting of the Court, 

Mr. Kelly continued his closing statement 
on behalf of the defendauts, and argued 
that the trades unions were the agents of 
their members ,and that there was no in- 
herent authority in the trades wnoins to 
make any agreement, It was a far-reaching 
proposition that trades unions should con- 
tinue for all time and for all purposes to 
usurp the position of the men as principals 
in anyhing done pursuant to the award 
The men were the principals, and they did 
not delegate any authority to anyone, other 
than to go into the Court of Arbitration. 

There was only one contract between the 
company and shopmen—a contract of ser- 
vice—and the award dealt with that con- 
tract of service. There was no contract 
with the unions, and there was no indication 
of any statutory right on the part of the 
unions from beginning to end of the award. 

There was, continued Mr, Kelly, no denial 
of the status of trade unions, and there was 
no refusal to recognise thosebodies. The 
fact that the company had not notified the 
National Union of Railwaymen of the ter- 
mination of the award was due to Mr. 
Watters having himself failed to inform the 
company of the secession of his union from 
the Council, of Action, which bad carried 
on the negotiations on behalf of the men. 
Was the company’s scheme of economy to !.e 
hang up because of a little pride ur ‘ stand- 
offishness’’ on the part of Mr, Watters? 

All the other bodies represented on the 
Council of Action had received notice, and 
so had the principals—the shopmen them- 
selves—and he submitted that service on the 
principals was service on the agents. In 
the circumstances, was his lordship going to 
give the plaintiffs a declaration that would 
nullify everything that had been done, and 
prevent the company from carrying into 
effect the reductions under the ivan until 
well into the new year? 


ECONOMY SCHEME, 

“Tf the plaintifis secure a victory in this 
case," said Mr. Kelly, “it is not going to 
beuefit them, because stern necessity is 
urging us to take action, I do not suggest 
that | am going to be guilty of any contempt, 
but I want to make it clear that if my 
friends win it will be anything but a victory 
for them in the long run. The termination 
of the award has been held up for a fortnight, 
and it is urgently necessary “á us to proceed 
with a scheme that is completed add ready 
to be put into operation. 
gives the declaration “asked fOr “you will be 


postponing the award for three months, and a } 


drastic scheme will come into operation which 
will bear harder on the men.’ 

Mr. Justice Meredith, who had made sug- 
gestions during the hearing of the case for a 
settlement, again suggested that a settlement 
rather than a decision by him should be 
reached between the parties. As a basis of 
settlement he suggested that the notice of the 
railways company terminating the award 
should be operative from Saturday week, and 
that in the interval negotiations ‘should take 
place between the parties. He did not want 
to give a judgment.that would lead to 
drastic action. 

Mr. Finlay said that the interval to Satur- 
day week would be too short for the purpose 
of negotiating. Up to this the parties had 
been at arms length, and it would not be 
possible to discuss the new scheme of which 
Mr. Kelly spoke and come to an agreement. 
He suggested a month instead of Saturday 
week for the termination of the notice. 

Mr. Kelly objected.to the month, and said 
that he would accept his lordship’s suggestion 
as to Saturday week, The olaintiff knew 
that the changes were pending in the railway 
since August, and they had plenty of oppor- 
tunity in the meantime to negotiate, 

Mr, Finlay--It is since August that we 
have not been recognised. 

Mr. Kelly—There was no non-recognition of 
trades unions at any time by the company. 
They never asked for a conference. 

It was agreed, as stated, to settle the action

Three of those lists were 
found in a box in the drawing-room at Strath- 
more after her death, and a fourth, attached

Mr. Walker mentioned that on one 
memorandum the deceased woman made 
reference to certain Shakespearian relics, 
stating she wished them given to her ‘‘dear 
old friend, Colonel Roberts, of Hendre, Kil- 
liney,” bnt it would seem that during her 
lifetime she had sent them to the Shake- 
Mh Museum at Stratiord-on-Ayon. — In 
the same way a number of the articles cf 
sentimental value mentioned on other lists had 
been given to the relatives by the deceased 
woman before her death. 

Mr. A. C. Newett (instructed by Mr. 
James W. Lane), who appeared for the resi- 
duary legatees (Lady Geraldine Hansvun, 
Waterloo road, Pembroke; Mrs, Mary 
Geraldine french, Coolbawn, Greystones, and 
Miss Charlotte Bronte Bell, Streatham Hill, 
London), said that his clients were anxious 
to have all the wishes of the deceased woman 
carried into effect, and, as far as it was 
possible, that would be done, whatever order 
the Court might legally be compelled to make.

Fateful Discussions. 


The negotiations between the British 
and Free State Governments, which began 
yesterday morning, were continued during 
the afternoon, and will be resumed to-day. 
This news will be heard with relief and 
hope by the Free State’s citizens of every 
party and calling. We must suppose that, 
if the irresistible force had met the im- 
movable body, the negotiations would have 
ended almost as soon as they began; but 
we can venture to believe now that some 
basis of discussion has been arranged. 
President de Valera disputes the British 
claim to the land annuities and to other 
payments, of a total] annual value of some 
£5,000,000. That claim is :ooted in con- 
crete agreements; but, as Mr. Cosgrave 
has urged, the Free State Govern- 
ment cap make a not unreasonable 
demand for a reduction of the land 
annuity payments on the ground of the 
Irish farmers’ grave distress. England has 
shown much consideration to other debtors 
in recent years, and her consistent good- 
readiness—if she is 


á & 
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will suggests her 
approached in the right way—to make nu 
favourable bargain with the Free State. 
Such an agreement would be a boon for 
every citizen of the twenty-six counties ; 
for the reduction of the land annuity pay- 
ments by, perhaps, £1,000,000 or 
£1,500,000, would be the least benefit that 
would result. It would mean an imme- 
diate end of the economic war, which has 
ravaged the Free State for nearly three 
months. The British taxes and Mr. de 
Valera’s retaliatory taxes would be re- 
moved, and the Free State's chief industry 
would be brought back from the point of 
death. 

Unfortunately, Mr. de Valera’s known 
policy of repudiation is not the only 
trouble; for he had proposed to confine 
the negotiations strictly to the sole ques- 


. tion of a financial settlement. The British 


Government may insist upon a wider basis 
of discussion; it may refuse to exclude 
the larger issues which are now at stake 
between the two Governments, If it takes 
this attitude, Mr. de Valera’s own 
candour—always a refreshing, but often 
an awkward, quality in politics—will be 
the cause. On the one hand, he admits 
that he has no present mandate for a 
republican programme; on the other, he 
has declared that a Republic is his goal, 
and has indicated quite clearly that he 
will seek a republican mandate at the 
next general election. The British Goverr 
ment may feel that it cannot ignore this 
prospect; indeed, it may feel that a 
limited settlement now might hasten a 
final rupture between the Free State and 
the British Commonwealth in so far as it 
might put Mr. de Valera in a good posi- 
tion to win the next general election. 
Compared, in fact, with the strictly 
financial issue, the republican issue is the 
Aaron’s rod which swallowed all the 
others. Therefore, the British Govern- 
ment may say to Mr. de Valera: ‘* We 
are willing to meet you half-way on the 
land annuities, but you must satisfy us 
that your Government, having secured 4 
financial settlement, will not proceed to 
renounce the Commonwealth.” It would 
be idle to ignore this difficulty. Again 
we can say only that the discussions are 
still in being, and that, while there is life, 
there is hope. 
A half-loaf of settlement would be better 
than no bread, but the Free State's 
hunger demands the full loaf. Any mere 
bargain on the land annuities—even a 
complete liberation from them—would 
leave her still at a sore disadvantage. On 
this day of next month the Free State will 
become a foreign for all ihe 
innumerable purposes of British trade. 
Her produce, which has only one market. 
will bear a tax of 15 per cent., while the 
produce of .1l the other Dominions will be 
admitted free to the British market, and, 
no doubt, benevolent arrangements will be 
made between Britain and Denmark. The 
end of the land annuities will mean little 
to the Free State unless her farmers not 
merely regain their old access to the 
British market, but get all the benefits 
which the other Dominions have captured, 
Mr. Cosgrave made that point very clear 
in his latest speech. To-day the Free 
State expects Mr. de Valera to bring back 
from London the sheaves which were not 
gathered at Ottawa. Even if the present 
negotiations should restore the Free State 
to Dominion level in all respects, she 
would start with a heavy handicap in the 
new and keener rivalry of trade. She has 
lost much in the months that the locusts 
have eaten, and her recovery from the 
shocks of economic war must be slow. A 
full settlement at London would be an 
incalculable blessing; even a _ partial 
settlement would be valuable; failure to 
settle anything would be a message of 
doom. Deprived of the British market 
and robbed of British good-will, the Free 
State, whether as a Dominion or a 
Republic, could have no future.

A Balkan Intrigue. 


Some excitement has been caused in 
Belgrade ‘by the publication of details of 
an alleged plot to bring about a rising in.

dissatisfied. Italy has not been loth to 
take advantage of this fact. Signor 
Mussolini is determined to make the 
Adriatic a purely Italian lake, and to that 
end he must have control of the Dalmatian 
coast, Croatian plotters, therefore, have 
gained a ready hearing in Rome. They 
have urged the Italian Government 
to assist their movement by the grant 
of arms and ammunition, and there 
seems to be little doubt that from time to 
time there has been much smuggling of 
weapons of war into Croatian territory. 
The alleged plot which has been discovered 
by the Yugo-Slav Government deals with 
large-scale preparations for a Croatian 
outbreak. At the appointed moment, it 
seems, the Italian fleet would have 
blockaded the Dalmatian coast, and 
large quantities of arms, ammunition and 
motor cars would have been landed for 
Croatian use. Within twenty-four hours 
of the revolution’s outbreak Italian troops 
have occupied the Velebit 
mountain, thus ensuring the rebels’ 
victory. How much of this story is true 
nobody can tell. Belgrade, like Riga, is a 
forcing-bed of alarmist rumours, and, as 
the Yugo-Slavs. hate the Italians only less 
than the Italians hate them, too much 
reliance must not be placed on its reports. 
Undoubtedly. Signor Mussolini would 
welcome the revolt of the Croats against 
the Werbs. Undoubtedly, also, the Croats 
are chafing under Belgrade’s yoke; but 
they have no love for the Italians, and 
would betray them without the slightest 
compunction. Indeed, it is said that, while 
the Croatian peasants welcome gifts of 
arms and ammunition from the Italians, 
they promptly sell them to the Serbs. It 
was ever thus in the Balkans. The people 
like to fight among themselves, but they 
resent outside interference, ahd the 
Western Power that meddles in Balkan 
affairs is almost sure to burn its fingers 
badly. There is a distinct element of 
comedy in the Croatian movement, but we 
cannot forget that the Great War arose 
out of a Balkan intrigue. For that reason 
Italy, the other 
nations, ought to walk warily. Balkan 
adventures are dangerous.

Rural Drama. 


We welcome the news from our Theatre 
Correspondent that the plan of a National 
Drama Association is ready fo take shape. 
The Association actually was founded last 
July, but little has been heard of it 
since. Now we learn that a constitution 
has been prepared, which will be put 
before a general meeting of the Association 
to-morrow. The object of the Association, 
as we gather, is to encourage and co- 
ordinate the efforts of amateur dramatic 
societies throughout the Free State—in 
some measure to facilitate throughout the 
provinces the great advances which 
amateur work already has made in Dublin. 
A similar movement has existed in Great 
Britain for some time past. The British 
Drama League has contacts with virtually 
all the amateur societies which flourish in 
the small towns and villages of England. 
It helps to keep them abreast of develop- 
ments in play-writing and production ; it 
organises festivals, lends properties and 
scripts to the societies which cannot afford 
to,buy or hire them, and offers the benefit 
ofits experience. One result has been a 
very substantial improvement in amateur 
productions throughout Great Britain. 
Ireland néeds something of this sort. The 
amateur societies of the large towns are 
turning out reasonably good work, but, so 
far as the theatre is concerned, the rural 
areas, with very rare exceptions, are as 
dead as a door-nail. We hope that the new 
Association will enjoy a hearty and useful 
life. Its first task ought to be the 
raifing of ‘the level of production 
among existing amateur societies— 
which, in. general, stands in great 
need of improvement. When that task 
has been accomplished it can try to inspire 
enthusiasm for the theatre among the 
places which at present know nothing of 
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1820-1932. 


The Honourable Katharine Plunket, 
daughter of the second Baron Plunket, 
died yesterday at the age of nearly 112 
years. She was born on the 22nd Novem- 
ber, 1820; she lived under the reign of 
five British Sovereigns ani many 
Viceroys, and through the office of 
two Governors-General of the Irish 
Free State. In all probability she 
was the only woman in Ireland who saw 
the beginning of Roman Catholic Emanci- 
pation and the centenary of that event. 
At the very conscious age of five she met 
Sir Walter Scott—the centenary of whose 
death was celebrated this year—while he 
was a guest at her grandfather's house. 
Miss Plunket was born during the aíter- 
math of one of the most terrible and 
calamitous wars in human history; she 
has died before the world is free from the 
aftermath of a war still more terrible and 
more disastrous. Between those two awful 
torches her siiaple and gentle life coin- 
cided with what has been, perhaps, the 
most rapid and striking period of inan s 
development. Almost everything which 
distinguishes the civilisation of to-day 
from the civilisation of the past has been 
wrought within those hundred years. She 
saw, or could have seen. the first railway, 
the first ocean-going steamboat, the first 
aeroplano, the first of nearly all those in- 
struments which are the adjuncts of or- 
dinary life to-day. To count the great. 
men—soldiers, statesmen, artists, re- 
formers—whose work was done within 
her long span of years would be an almost 
impussible task. A hundred and twelve 
years, as history is reckoned, are but a 
moment; yet eighteen such lifetimes as 
hers would cover the length of Christian 
history. |

The World Federation oí Educational 
Associations will hold its fifth biennial con- 
ference in Dublin from July 29th to August 
4th next year. 

Established in 1922, the Federation is com- 
posed mainly of organised bodies of teachers 
In many countries, and is associated with 
their universities and teaching institutions. 

The first bienn:al conference was held at 
Edinburgh in 1925, the second at Toronto, 
the third at Geneva, and the fourth at 
Denver, Colorado, in 1931. 

One 'of the main objects .of the Federation 
is to secure world peace through the medium 
of education, but it concerns itself with many 
other activities and problems affecting the 
work of schools and universities, 

An important section of the Federation's 
work deals with public health matters in 
the schools of the various countries, and 
some valuable information has been collected 
and published showing what has been done 
in this connection. 

- The Irish National Teachers’ Organisation 
is one of the bodies affiliated to the Federa- 
tion.

LABOUR’S DEMANDS FROM THE

HE resumption of the session of the 
D:il next week is likely to be of un- 
usual interest.

LABOUR UNHAPPY. 


Political circles generally are intrigued 
at the situation which is developing 
between the Labour group and the Govern- 
ment. It is clear that during the. recess 
the Labour rank and file has become 
restive, and dissatisfaction: at the lack of 
success on manv matters of the Labour 
deputies has been widely expressed. There 
Is not. it is true, any sign of an imme- 
diate break, but in view of criticisny such 
as was expressed at the Labour meeting iu 
Dublin yesterday, the possibility of de- 
velopments of an embarrassing kind can- 
not be ruled out. The official Labour 
journal, in its current issue, says that 
Labour’s patience is exhausted. 


THE RAILWAYS.

A LOVER OF FLOWERS. 


For ten years past Miss Plunket had 
been almost entirely confined to her room, 
but during the past year she had been 


carried. in hér chair around her gardens 


on several occasions, the last visit being 
about a week ago. Recently she contem- 
plated taking a motor run. Her mind 
remained unimpaired to the end, and she 
took a deep interest in current affairs, 
having the papers read to her every day. 
Every day, too, she read a chapter of the 
Bible. 

For a number of years Miss Plunket had 
received letters and telegrams from all 
parts of the world offering congratulations 
on the wonderful age she had attained. and 
wishing her many happy returns on her 
ey 

Every year a telegram was dispatched to 
her from the King and daid offering 
Their Majesties’ warmest congratulations. 

Inside her own domain she was supreme 
mistress, directing the management of all 
the affairs of her household and extensive 
gardens, down almost to the minutest de- 
tail. She was extremely fond of flowers, 
and every year sent her best blooms for 
competition at Dundalk Show. At the 
last show she won the Fortescue Bowl out- 
right, and. in celebration of the event. she 
had herself taken in a chair through the 
gardens, where she carried out an inspec- 
tion of the work done: On the same octa- 
sion she presented the Show Committee 
with a silver bowl for competition. 

Until physical weakness compelled her 
to remain in her bedroom she drove to the 
little church at Ballymascanion in a 
earriage drawn by four whiite horses. Her 
last visit to the church was twelve years 
ago, when she was present at the unveil- 
ing of a stained glass window which she 
had presented to the church. 


GAVE TO CHARITY. 


Miss Plunket was always blessed with 
a hearty appetite, and she had no theories 
about special diets for prolonging life. 
On her birthday, ik she did not 
hesitate to broadcast,.she always had a 
portion of roast turkey. In her young 
days she was a great traveller, and saw 
most of the countries of the world. At 
one time she kept a London residence. She 
lived through the reign of five British 
Sovereigns, witnessed many changes in the 
government of the country, and could 
recall historic incidents which occurred 
nearly a century She had known 
six holders of the title of Baron Plunket. 

Miss Plunket cherished recollections ‘of 
the days spent in the West of Ireland, 
and up to a few years ago was a: regular 
contributor of garments—somé her own 
hand-knitted—to the poor folks in that 
district. She was one of the first. to sub- 
scribe to the disaster fund raised for the 
relatives of those who lost their lives on 
the western seaboard three years ago, when 
their little ‘‘curraghs,”’ or fishing boats, 
perished in a severe storm. 


SCOTT’S IRISH VISIT. 


When admirers of Sir ‘Walter Scott 
celebrated: the centenary of his death on 
the 21st of September last the Hon. 
Katharine Plunket could claim to be the 
only living. person who had known the 
Scottish novelist. In 1826 Scott, with his 
daughter Anne and his son-in-law, John 
Gibson’ Lockhart, spent a holiday in 
Ireland. For a time they were the guests 
of the late Miss Plunket’s grandfather, 
the first Lord Plunket, at Old Connaught, 
Bray. Miss Plunket was staying there 
at the time, and frequently recalled the 
time when, as a five-year-old girl, she was 
brought from the nursery and placed on 
Sir Walter Scott's knee.

& was officially announced in London 
last night that a Four-Power Confer- 
ence between Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Germany had been pro to be 
held at Geneva, as a result of the conver- 
sations between M. Herriot, the French 
Premier, and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. 

“ This meeting would have an unofficial 
and preliminary character,’’ continued the 
official statement. ‘‘ Its object would be 
to seek and to propose means by which the 
common work of the Disarmament Con- 
ference within the League of Nations 
might be effectively resumed.’’ 

Italy, it was authoritatively stated at 
Downing street, had agreed to Geneva as 
the meeting place, but Germany was, at 
the moment, apparently unwilling to go to 
Geneva. No date has been mentioned for 
the Conference. 

In M. Herriot’s view, Germany's re- 
fusal was on a question of form. 


GERMAN STANDPOINT. 


A meeting of the German Cabinet (says 
Reuter) was held last night at which Herr 
von Papen, the Chancellor, informed his 
colleagues of Germany’s refusal: to accept 
Geneva as a meeting place. 

It was learned in official quarters in 
Berlin that Lausanne would also be re- 
garded as an unsuitable. venue, so that 
there is only a very slender hope for the 
Conferénce materialising. 

The Cabinet fully endorsed the Chan- 
cellor’s foreign policy. 

The newspaper Germania speaks of the 
‘impossible presumption ” on the part of 
the British, and French statesmen to 
invite Germany to a place ‘‘ discredited 
by the stigma of Francophile and League 
of Nations influences.’’ 

It is pointed out in political circles that 
the French proposal to hold the meeting 
in Geneva is distinctly based on the stand- 
point that the Disarmament Conference 
must not be deprived of dealing with the 
problem of Germany’s equality, and. this 
1s exactly what Germany desires to avoid. 


ADDED TENSION, 


With regard to a report from London 
that the British Government proposes to 
suggest to Germany a ten years’ politic?! 
status quo, it is stressed that such a truce 
would not be acceptable to Germany, and 
that a conference which discussed such a 
problem would be useless. 

Tension between the two countries has 
been greatly increased by a s h yester- 
day at Geneva by M. Massigli, the French 
delegate, who insisted on the military 
character of the German police, quoting 
German newspapers showing them en- 
gaged in characteristically military 
maneuvres.

The Times to-day, in a leading article, 


says:—A casual student of the news in 
these days might be forgiven for sup- 

ing that the English law against 

ttertes had been repealed. Certainly no 
one would deduce from the new and 
always gigantic sweepstakes, and similar 
enterprises now being projected almost 
daily, that a Royal Commission is 
actually sitting with a charge to inquire 
into the existing law as it relates to 
lotteries, betting and gambling, and to 
report what changes, if any, are desirable 
and practicable. While the existing law 
continues, however unexpectedly, +o exist, 
and while the Commission is hearing 
views for and against its amendment, no 
pains are, in fact, being spared to flood 
the British market, which seems indis- 
pensable as ever, with new gambling 
opportunities. 

Since 1930, when it was established, 
contributions to the Dublin sweepstake 
have increased from £658,618 to the peak 
of £4,128,486 last May. Most of the 
money has come from residents in 
the United Kingdom. The tickets dis- 

of may not, under British 
aw, he carried in the mails; _ it 
is illegal to sell them, and, perhaps, 
technically illegal to buy them. Emula- 
tion has been stirred by this example. 
Several competitors entered the field quite 
early with plans for mammoth sweeps 
that were to mature with the collaboration 
of the British subscriber in the kindly soil 
of Europe.

The new factory, it is 
stated, will be modelled on those at Somer- 
dale and Bournville, which are famous 
the world over. 

“TI will be equipped with the most 
modern” and efficient machtmery,’’ an 
oficial of the company said, “and the 
manufacturing and packing methods will 
ensure high quality and absolute purity 
in the products. 

“Trish labour will be employed in the 
factory, and employment will be given 
indirectly to other home industries— 
notably agriculture; for large quantities 
of Irish milk will be used, as well as other 
dairy produce, packing materials, and so 
on.

ARGENTINE ANXIETY AT 
OTTAWA AGREEMENTS. 


From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BUENOS AIRES, Friday. 

Argentine stock-raisers and farmers have 
been greatly perturbed by the Ottawa 
agreements, and the leading cattle-breeders 
and agriculturists have presented a peti- 
tion to the President asking that maximum 
preferences shall be given to British 
imports and primary consideration in the 
allocation of foreign exchange. 

‘Britain alone buys one-half of our 
total exports,’’ says the petition, ‘‘ whereas 
we purchase from her only one-fifth of our 
total imports. She receives our exports 
free of Customs duties, but we have not 
reciprocated. 

“The result of Ottawa will probably be 
disastrous for Argentina commerce, . but 
we are still in time if not a minute is 
lost. The ties which unite us to the 
British people are too strong for us not 
to get a hearing.’’ 

A similar petition to the President from 
the Argentine Rural Society asks for an 
immediate tariff agreement with Britain, 
but proposes that available exchange 
should be distributed for the acquisition 
of foreign products in Reopertigs to the 
purchase of Argentine products by other 
countries. |

FAILURE EXPLAINED. 
For some years after Patrick’s death there 
seemed to have been a failure in the supply 
of mén coming to Ireland to carry on his 
work, with the result that much of it was un- 
done. Many who had received baptism at the 
same time as their princes, without having 
been personally persuaded, carried with them 
into their newly-professed religion pagan prac- 
tices and notions, never renounced on the 
round of inner conviction, and it needed but 
ittle persuasion for these superficial converts 
to be sucked back into their native paganism 
in numbers proportional to the ease of their 
earlier conversion. So a great deal of St. 
Patrick's work had to be done over again by 
the missionaries of a later movement. 


THE TEST OF HEALTH. 
The test of a healthy Church was to bé 
found, he said, not in its sttength or efficiency 
of its machinery or its leaders, but in the ex- 
tent to which the rank and file of its lay mem- 
bers yielded to it an intelligent service.

THE NATIONAL ASPECT. 


Later in the paper, Professor Thrift re- 
marked how different the world would be if 
Christian nations even attempted to obey the 
Christian. command in their international 
dealings.

A RECORD YEAR. 

The annual report stated that the season 
that had just ended had been a record one 
in the history of the association, In no other 
ear since the formation of the association 
had there been such a number of international 
tournaments, and a team of four—P, Hughes 
(bantam), E. Smith (feather), J. Flood (wel- 
ter) and J. Murphy (cruiser) —was sent to 
the Olympic Games, Though not successful, 
the Irish team rendered a good account of 
itself, and with luck might have won two 
titles. The experience gained should be use- 


‘ful to Irish boxers, but the judging and 


refereeing at the Olympic Games was very 
poor. Provincial councils were now es- 
tablished im all four provinces, and boxing 
was particularly strong in Connaught. The 
rvaching scheme recently started by the 
eouncil should do much to improve the stan- 
dard ‘of boxing in Ireland. 

The report was adopted. 

The report of the treasurer, which showed 
an excess of income over expenditure of 
£268 15s. 1d.. was adopted . 

SOUND FINANCIALLY. 

The Chairman said that he thought that at 
last they had reached the stage when they 
were on a fairly sound financial footing. In 
1927-28 expenditure exceeded the income by 
£79, and in 1928-29 expenditure exceeded 
income by £284. In 1929-30, for the first 
time, they had a credit of £86, and during 
1930 £4935 was raised. They had a further 
£217 handed in by Mrs. Murphy, and, in 
all, £460 was provided by her efforts. In 
these last few years the money they had to raise 
amounted to £710,.and this year they had 
£282 cash in hand, with no debts. 

The Irish Amateur Boxing Association 
would not be called upon to stand the ex- 
pense of the coaching, as he intended to raise 
it Limself, 

Another point that he had in view was 
the increase of their national prestige in box 
ing. He thought that there was no other 
form of sport that could point to so many 
international victories as that Association 
eould point to, and he thought they should 
be wr proud of their boxers, who could 
hold their own with countries much more 
populous and powerful than their own 
Another matter that he might mention was 
the extension of amateur boxing throughout 
Ireland. 

NEED OF A HALL. 

One object that he thought they might 
have achieved was the obtaining of a hail 
for their Association. He had been in touch 
with house agents regarding the matter, but 
the Association wanted a hall that would 
hold at least two thousand people. They 
badly needed a hall this year, so that they 
might not be put to great expense by way 
of rent. 

Tributes were paid to General Murphy and 
Mrs. Murphy for their valuable work for the 
Association, and a vote of thanks was cor- 
dially pees to them, and to the hon. secre- 
tary, Guard J. Healy, and the hon. trea- 
surer, Captain Brennan. 

General Murphy was re-elected president, 
and Colonel McKenna was elected wvice- 
president. Captain Brennan was re-elected 
hon. treasurer, and Garda J. Healy was re- 
elected hon. secretary. Captain O’Brien was 
elected hon. assistant secretary and registrar.

ITH two capable teams taking 
W the field at Dalymount Park to- 
morrow the tenth match between 
the Free State and Welsh Leagues 
promises a thrilling encounter.
